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PACIFIC AIR BASES 
*pHE nation need not have been so sur- 
prised at the President’s agreement 
with Great Britain to swap destroyers for 
air and naval bases in British possessions 
on this side of the Atlantic. 
There had 
been a number of suggestions that such a 
deal was at least being discussed and there 
was much evidence that it would be look­ 
ed upon with favor by a majority of 
Americans. 
It is generally accepted that, although 
Congress and man}' private citizens would ; 
have preferred to have the job accom­ 
plished with “the advice and consent of 
the Senate'’, nevertheless it should not be I 
thrown .out now on that ground. 
And now, it is reported, similar bases 
are 
being 
canvassed 
in 
the 
Pacific. 
Whether or not there is anything to 
“swap” for them— always remembering 
the unsettled debts of the last war— no 
doubt an 
agreement will 
be reached. 
Here, however, Americans hope that the 
bases will not be too far out toward the 
Asiatic side. They want adequate defense 
against attack from the Orient, but they 
do not want it spread out too thin or too 
provocatively.

OT al? the hysteria in tins country 
centers on war.

sion of war, the national election, the base­

how the swap of 50 over-age des­ 
troyers for British island bases was ar­ 
ranged is a long and complicated one. 
It 
goes back about six weeks, when Roose­ 
velt partially turned the idea down. 
At that time, the British wanted to buy 
the destroyers outright— a cash deal. Tile 
President vetoed this on the ground that 
there was no legal way for him to sell the 
ships for cash, even though they would be 
of indirect help to the United States by 
bolstering the resistance of the British 
Navy. 
The President was urged to make the 
sale by such friends as Cordell Hull, 
Supreme Court Justices Frankfurter and 
Murphy, 
Senator 
Jimmy 
Byrnes 
and 
several others. 
However, he stood firm 
that the ships could not be sold outright. 
Later, the idea of trading the destroy­ 
ers for island bases was conceived. 
This 
the President felt was all right, provided 
the 
Justice 
Department 
considered 
it 
legal. 
So he hurriedly called Attorney 
General Jackson back from vacation and 
asked him to study the matter carefully. 
Also 
the 
President suggested 
that 
Wendell Willkie might be sounded out in 
advance regarding the deal, so that it 
would not become a football of campaign 
politics. 
Accordingly, several friends of Roose­ 
velt’s got in touch with friends of Will- 
kie’s, including John Hanes, ex-tJnder 
Secretary of the Treasury; William Allen 
W hite; and Lew Douglas, former Director 
of the Budget. 
However, they made no 
progress, and Willkie at one time kicked 
over the traces and issued a public state­ 
ment that he would express his views only 
to the President personally, and only if the 
President asked for them. 
Willkie would not say that he disap­ 
proved of the destroyer transfer. 
In fact, 
he indicated that he approved it. 
But he 
was absolutely firm that he would not 
commit himself in advance, especially in 
the Elwood acceptance speech, in which 
his friends wanted him to include a spe­ 
cific reference to destroyers. 
, 
The furthest he would go was to put a 
statement in his Elwood speech emphasiz- 
ging the importance of the British navy to 
American defense. 


REPUBLICAN ADVICE 
By this time Roosevelt’s emissaries also 
had sounded out congressional leaders, in­ 
cluding Republicans and isolationists, and 
the advice they received was interesting. 
Both groups were unanimous that the 
President should arrange the destrover- 
British island deal himself, and not ask 
the approval of Congress. 
They gave two reasons for this: 
(I) 
that the proposal never would pass Con­ 
gress in time to give any help to the 
British; (2) that a congressional debate 
would put many of them on the spot, per­ 
haps force them to vote against the plan. 
Even Senator Wheeler of Montana, 
vigorous isolationists, advised along these 
lines.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Heart Ills Are Easy to Detect Now 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
• FOR THE examination of the 
heart, modern medicine has many 
efficient methods. In fact, it may 
be said that except for the diseases 
of the eye, the modern physician 
is better equipped to form an exact 
and mathematical concept of the 
heart than of any other organ in 
the body. 
This examination consists of 
first getting the patient’s history, 
finding out what infections he has 
had, and whether on any particu­ 
lar occasion of sudden strain or

exertion the heart failed to re­ 
spond to the demands put upon it 
—its failure being exhibited either 
by pain or shortness of breath. 
The instrumental examination 
with the stethoscope, the x-ray 
and the blood pressure apparatus 
will give the alert physician a 
very clear conception of whether 
th#re is any organic change in the 
heart or circulatory system—any 
enlargement of the heart, any val­ 
vular incompetency or obstruc­ 
tion, any hardening of the arteries 
which impose an extra burden on 
the heart’s action. 
Recording Changes 
Then, 
with 
the 
instrument 
known as the electrocardiograph, 
a record can be made of the elec­ 
trical changes in the heart muscle 
during contraction which give an 
indication of the smoothness with 
which the muscular action of the 
heart is being carried on. The 
heart is nothing but a hollow mus­ 
cle, designed to do work. It does 
very hard work, as much in a day 
as many engines or machines, and 
in order to do it, the muscular ac­ 
tion must coordinate in a certain 
way. When this coordination is 
disrupted, either from irritation 
by poisons or nervous stimula­ 
tion, or because of excessive strain 
or weakness of the muscle itself, 
more or less serious consequences 
may follow. All these things the 
electrocardiograph can detect and 
often safeguard. 


One feature of the heart ex­ 
amination, however, we would like 
to know about but as yet have no 
very good method of determining 
This is the functional capacity ox 
the heart. 


How Much Will It Stand? 
Suppose you examine a heart 
and find it apparently all right— 
no enlargement, no anatomic de­ 
fect, no obvious disorder of the 
musculature. Still you may want 
to know-how much work will that 
heart do? How much will it 
stand These questions may be 
very important before long when 
the examination of the conscript 
troops for the army occurs. How 
much can this fellow's heart do, is 
the question. Will it sustain him 
when he has to carry so many 
pounds of equipment through so 
many days of hard fighting? 
About the best test we have for 
the functional capacity of the 
heart is observation of the pulse 
and blood pressure before and 
after doing a measured amount of 
work—say a rapid ascent of 20 
steps or 30 lifts of twenty-pound 
weights. If the elevation of pulse 
rate is less than 50 per cent and 
returns to normal in three minutes, 
this is considered a good func­ 
tional response. But this sort of 
test is not very dependable. More 
so are observations of the electro­ 
cardiogram before and after a shot 
of adrenalin (which is considered 
the same as exercise). The electri­ 
cal response gives an idea of the 
integrity of the heart muscle.

grim struggle to win mastery of 
the air over Britain. 
An

announce­ 
ment said that up to 11:30 p. rn. 
yesterday 45 enemy planes had 
been destroyed w'hile only 19 Brit­ 
ish fighting planes were lost, and 
pilots of IO of these planes were 
safe. 
While 
London experienced 
its 
fifty-first air raid of the war—a 
night time attack in w’hlch scores 
of bombs fell on the capital and 
some exploded near crowds leav­ 
ing 
a movie 
theatre German 
bombers ranged far and wide over 
England. 
High explosive and incendiary 
bombs were dropped over a wide 
araa of northeastern England. One 
raider, flying low, circled one towra 
a dozen times, dropping more than 
20 incendiary bombs. Fires start­ 
ed by these missiles were exting­ 
uished quickly. 
Other raiders in relays bombed 


a northwestern coastal district, de­ 
molishing homes in working class 
districts and causing some casual­ 
ties it was reported.

This morning in London the now 
familiar scene of streets littered 
with glass and debris and gutted 
by bomb craters greeted early ri­ 
sers in several thickly populated 
London districts. 
Many Streets Closed 
Following the heavy night bomb­ 
ings demolition workers and res­ 
cue squads were hard at work pil­ 
ing up WTeckage and searching 
for bodies. 
Many streets were closed to traf­ 
fic, particularly in the southern 
part of London. 
Homeless 
persons were

accommodated temporarily in pub­ 
lic halls and schools. 
The London area most littered 
with debris adjoined the 
famous 
Elephant ami Castle Tavern situat­ 
ed south of London Bridge. This 
tavern is at the junction of six 
important roads and the district 
is south London’s chief center for 
subway and other transport serv­ 
ices. Not far away are the head­ 
quarters of the London fire bri­ 
gade. 
In this area two bombs scored 
direct hits on a five-story block 
of flats just after the fifty-first 
all-clear signal had sounded.

BERLIN, Sept. 7—Damaging air 
attacks on 
London 
by German 
bombers, staged in retaliation for 
British raids on Berlin, were an­ 
nounced by the German high com­ 
mand today. 
The Nazi war communique stat­ 
ed that during the night German 
bombers dropped explosive and in­ 
cendiary bombs 
on the British 
capital, severely damaging docks 
on the east end area of the city. 
Bombing raids against objectives 
in other sections of southeastern 
England also were announced by 
the communique, which said: 
“Yesterday the air force attack­ 
ed important military objectives in 
southeastern England and effec­ 
tively bombed airplane factories at 
Rochester and Weybridge, oil de­ 


pots at Thameshaven and the air­ 
port at Keniey. 
“Night attacks concentrated on 
ports and airplane plants. Consid­ 
erable damage 
was inflicted on 
Liverpool, Manchester and Derby 
and on some ports along the south 
coast. 
“A convoyed British merchant 
ship of 6,000 
tons was sunk by 
bombs northeast of Aberdeen. Air
